Declares Their Rights To Be the 
Same as Those of the Cubans 
end That They Should Be 
Treated in the Same 
Manner. . 


' ‘By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, January 18.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon, of Georgia, made one of the 
best speeches that has yet been made on 
either side of the expansion question to- 
day when he outlined in an argument of 
about two hours his reasons for opposing 
the permanent retention of the Philippine 
islands. : 

His speech was an argument principally 
for the adoption of, the resolutions which 
he recently, introduced, preparatory of the 
future policy of this government with re- 
lation to the Philippine islands. 

Senator Bacon was given the closest possi- 
ble attention by the leading members of the 
senate on both sides of the chamber and @ 
number of members of the house were on 
hand to listen to his speech. 

In the course of his argument Senator 


Bacon said: 

“Those with whom in this discussion I 
am in sympathy are opposed to the acquisi- 
tion of distant territories as a part of the 
United es. We contend that whether 
to our interests or not it is opposed to 
the principls. of our government, to ac- 
quire these territories by force without the 
eonsent of their people. 

“We do not believe that such territories, 
lying on the opposite side of the globe, 
peopled by an alien and inferior race, can 

' ‘safely incorporated into our sys-

“We deny the contention that it is either 

to te i 


‘within the lawful power of the 
ment, that such’ distant “eountries 
should be acquired as colonies, and that | 
their people should be held as vassals of 
this government. 

“The imposition of any government upon 
a people against their will is their ensiave- 
ment. It is exacting an obedience which is 
not voluntary. 

“If we impose our yoke upon them—rule 
them arbitrarily—allow them no voice in 
their g~overmment—pass laws for their con- 
trol—send them governors and judges—en- 
force obedience with our army—then it is 
an absolute slavery. 

“Tf we allow them the privilege of local 
self-government, but still prescribe what 
that government shall be. and still exact 
allegiar. to this government. it is still 
an enslavement of <hat peopie. It is a 
difference of degree of enslavement. but 
in each case it is an enslavement. There 
are extremes of slavery, but wherever one 
man. by ewprerior force. is compelled to 
render involuntary service to another, it 
is enslavement—and wherever a people are 
compelled. by suveriar force, to surrender 
independence and to submit to the rule of 
another peonle, it is an enslavement of 
that people.” . 
“Of all the great powers of the earth 
the government of the United States is the 
only one that contends for the right in all 
people of self-government. When they 
abandon in practice this principle: when 
thev impose their dominion on an unwilling 
people in the maiestic march of free insti- 
tutions, the hand upon the great dial of 
the clock of the world will have been set 
back an hundred” vears. 

“Tt Is not to he believed that the eovern 
ment of the United States will. with fu 
appreciation of the nature and the con- 
sequences of the act, thue violate the 
mrinciples of the right of self-covernment. 
Tt incredible. nay imovossibie. that the 
Nhérty-lovine neonle of these United States 
will consent that bv power of arms the 
dominion of this ‘gwovernment shall be en- 
forced’ upon a people who have owed "5s 
oa allegiance—who are struggling to be 

ree, 

“There is not a. civ'l official of the gov- 
ernment who will admit that he favors 
such an art. There ic not a mirbdiic man 
in the countrv who will admit that he fa- 
vors the enslavement of a peovle. There 
is not a senator who would not repel the 
oharge if made atainst him. and vet there 
are manv who are ‘dvorating a eourse 
the inevitable consequerce of which, if 
successfully pursved, is to accompliech the 
enslavemert of the people of the Philip- 
pine islands.’’ 

He quoted from the speech of Senator 
Foraker that statement that it was not 
the purpose to hold the Philippines perma- 
nently, and said: 

Should Avow Our Purpose. 

“I am especially glad to have the -assur- 
ance of the distinguished? senator that of 
his own knowledge the position thus stated 
by him is the position of the president 
of the United States. If that position can 
be assured as the one which this govern- 
ment will take and adhere there were little 
difficulty or contention between us. The 
resolutions which I have introduced and 
the adoption of which I am now advocat- 
ing agree substantially with the position 
announced by the senator from Ohio. 
What I desire, however, is that there 
@hall be an avowal of this position by the 
oat reent > eng gt this government in

er time to recognize an independent gov- 
ernment in those islands to leave them 
to the control of their own peopie so soon 
as proper settlement can be had. and prop- 
er guarantee for the future can be assured, 
then such purpose ought to be avowed 
at once in the most solemn and conciusive 
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resohitions is that the United States shall 
in this hour of victory; in this hour of un- 
disputed physical power, make substantial- 
ly the same decaration relative to the 
Philippine islands that we have made rela- 
tive to Cuba.” 

“Where is there any difference between 
the rights of the Cubans and the rights of 
the Filipinos? Where is*the one any more 
entitled to the right of independent nation- 
ality than the other? It was deemed con- 
sistent with our ideals and in harmony with | 
our past, and with the principles of our po- | 

; 


litical system that we should avow that we 
aid not seek to aggrandize ourselves by the 
acquisition of Cuba. Why do not these 
same ideals, and this same history and 
these same -principles equally require that 
we should disclaim any purpose to aggran- 
dize ourselves by the acquisition’ of the 
Philippine islands? 

“At the time of the declaration of war 
the Philippine islands were not in the mind 
of congress. When the fourth resolution 
was offered by the senator from Colorado, 
suppose some one had proposed an amend- 
ment to the effect that the Philippine is- 
lands were excepted from that disclaimer, 
and that if we prevaijed in the war and 
captured those islands we did propose to 
aggrandize ourselves by permanently re- 
taining them as territory belonging to 
the United States? Is there doubt that such 
an amendment would have been promptly 
rejected? The object in disclaiming any 
purpose to acquire Cuba was to declare to 
the nations of the earth that we broke 
the peace from no sordid or sélfish motive, 
but for a purpose the loftiness and disin- 
terestedness of which we called the wor.d 
to witness. 

“To have disclaimed the intention of ac- 
quisition as to Cuba, and at the same time 
to have avowed the intention of acquisition 
as to the Philippine islands, would have 
defeated utterly the purpose of the dis- 
claimer. To have expressed the disclaimer 
as to Cuba, with at the Same time a con- 
cealed intention to acquire the Philip- 
pines, would have been to practice unwor- 
thy deceit. The principle by which this 
government intended the nations pf the | 
wor.d to understand it stood bound when ' 
it went to war included the Philippines as | 
well as Cuba, and we stand under honorable | 
pledge to allow the same independent 
nationality to one that we do to the other. 

As to Obligations. 

‘“‘Mr. President, we hear much said about 
the obligations to the Philippines which the | 
war has thrust upon ug. Those who talk 
of these alleged obligations generally ar- 
rive at the curious conclusion that these 
remarkable obligations devolve upon ug! 
the duty of ownership of the islands. Asa: 
general thing obligations carry with them | 
a burden, something to be bestowed at the 
cost of the obligator, and to be received 
and enjoyed by the obligee. But in this 
instance it is worked out that the obliga- 
tions incurred vil] require the obligator 
to receive and enjoy and the obligee to be- 
stow for this purpose. 

“The contention is that the United States 
has through the events of the war incurred 
such obligations to the Philippine islands 
tnat the duty resulting therefrom requires 
that they take these islands as the prop- 
erty of this government, whether the Fili- 
pinos wish it or not. 

“Well Mr. President, without stopping 
to analyze this remarkable proposition, 
what ate the obligations which we have 
incurred to the Filipinos? In the declara- 
tion of war we did not assume any specific 
obligations to the Philippines as we did to 
Cuba. We did not go to war on this ace

and if it be true that the obligation rests 
upon the United States to see that a stable 
eovernment is established in the Philip- 
pines, there is nothing in the resolutions 
which I have introduced which will pre- 
vent our doing so. The great thing sought 
to be accomplished Ly these resolutions is 
the authoritative announcement that the 
United States will not take dominion over 
the Philippine islands, but that it will rec- 
ognize their independent nationality when a 
government has been established entitled 
to such recognition. With that authorita- 
tive announcement made, matters of ar- 
rangement and detail are of comparative 
little importance. 


Their Rights Similar. 


“Again, we hear frequent and earnest 
assertions that it is our duty to See to it 
that Evropean nations do not appropriate 
the Philippine islands. Well, sir, I do not 
wish to see these islands become the: pray 
of land-grabbing nations of Europe. I wish 
and hope to see the inhabitants of the Ph'‘l- 
ippines a free and indepvendent nation. Thev 
have the territory and the population suffi- 
cient for nationality, as they have shown 
their readiness to fight for their freedom. 
I hope that by negotiation or otherwise it 
may be arranged and agreed among the 
leading nations that they may remain a free 
nation. I am willing that the United States 


SSL ce 


shall, throveh peaceful measures, endeavor 
to accomplish these results. But I am not 
willing that the United States shal] go to 
war to protect the Philippine islands from 
being despoiled and appropriated by one 
or more European nations. No Asiatic com- 
munity is the ward of the United States, 
and to no Asiatic community does the 
United States owe the obligation of guar- 
dianship. I am not indifferent to the wel- 
fare of such communities. but I am un- 
willing that the treasure of this government 
shall be consumed and the blood of Ameri- 
can youth be poured out for their protec- 
tion. We have nobler uses both for the 
treasure and the young manhood of this 
country. 

“I am most deeply impressed with the 
importance of the prompt announcement by 
this government of the declaration contain- 
ed in these resolutions, that the United 
States doés not intend to establish its do- 
minion over the Philippine islands. 

‘One good result from such a declara- 
tion will,.in my opinion. be the prompt 
conclusion of a lot of the questions growing 
out of the war with Spain. 


Armies Fronting Each Other. 
“Another most important result will be | 
immediate relief from a most embarrass- 
ing and threatening situation in the Phil- ; 
ippine islands. It is useless for us to shut | 
our eyes to the fact that the American and 
Philippine armies are fronting each other 
with danger of collision. Why is this? It 
is because the Filipinos who fought Spain 
for their freedom do not intend to become | 
the vassals of the United States, and while | 
senators announce on this fioor that there 
is no intention to impose this government 
upon an unwilling people, there are other 
utterances that lead the Filipinos to a 
contrary conclusion. In consequence there 
is danger of bloodshed between the Amer- 
ean and Philippine armies. If this decla- .

Court Consists ef Thirteen Officers and 
Meets on 25th Inst, 


GEN, CORBIN WILL NOT DISCUSS .IT 


General Eagan Will Be Relieved, but 
Will Not Be Arrested—He De- 
clines To Make Any State- 
ment for Publica- 
tion. 


Washington, January 18.—The detail for 
the courtmartial which is to try Commis- 
sary General Charles P. Eagan, on charges 
growing out of his statements before the 


War investigating commission last week, 
in which he severely attacked General 
Miles, was made public at the war de- 
partment tonight. 

The court is made up of thirteen army 
officers, of whom Major General Wesley 
Merritt is at the head, and a judge a&Xvocate 
and it will meet in this city on Wednesday, 
the 25th instant, or ag soon thereafter as 
practicable, this qualification being neces- 
Sary because a number of the officers ar2 
at distant points and will require some 
days to adjust thelr affairs and reach this 
city. 

Adjutant General Corb'!n tonight signed 
the formal order promulgating the detail 
for the court, which is as follws:

Will Not Arrest Eagan. 

General Corbin stated that the order for 
the appointment of the courtmartial would 
be delivered to Géneral Eagan either to~ 
night or tomorrow morning. Its Tr ceipt 
and acknowledgment by the commissary 
general will be tantamount to the relief 
of that officer from his present duties and 
he will turn over its affairs to some one 
designated to act by the secretary of war. 

If the course indicated by an officer of 
the adjutant general’s office tonight is 
followed, the probability is that General 
Eagan will not be placed under actual 
arrest and deprived of any of his lib:r- 
ties pending and during the trial, but will 
be subject only to constructive and tech- 
nical arrest during that time. 

Adjutant General Corbin refused tonight 
to make any statement regarding the form 
of the charges and specifications to be 
brought against Eagan or to say when 
they would be published. :

The consuls of. the United States and 
Great Britain’ and the captains of the 
German warship, Falké and the British 
warship Porpoise met the German consul, 
who refused to recognize Malietoa Tanus 
and declined” to co-operate in the dispersal 
of the Samoans, who thereupon assembled 
in large numberg at Mulinu, armed them- 
selves and surrounded the municipality. 
Malietoa Tanus* and Tamasese mustered 
about .2,000 men, well armed but supplied 
with defective ammunition. 

The British and American consuls en- 
deavored to avert hostilities, but they 
commenced on. Jafiuaty Ist. | Malietoa 
Tanus .and Tamase e fought bravely but 
500 of their following were captured. Then,

Mataafe’s loss was sixty-one men, killed 
and wounded, and Malietoa» Tanus lost 
twelve men, killed and wounded.

The followérs of Mataafe looted ané 
burned Apia, destroyed the plantatiom 
and pillaged considerably in the country. 

The consuls later decided to recognize 
Mataafe and his chiefs as a provisimal 
government, pending the receipt of in- 
structions from the powers. 

Afterwards Dr. Rafael and the German 
consul closed the supreme court, dé#clar- 
ing that the power was vested in them. 
The British and American consuls then ap- 
pealed to the captain of the British war- 
ship Porpoise, who landed a forcéof blue 
jackets, and Chief Justice Chamfers, un- 
der their guard, tovuk his seat. 

Matnaafe held aloof from thes@ last de- 
velopments. 

The provisional government wrote to 
Sturde on the 12th that they would seize 
Malistoa and take Tamasese off the Por- 
poise by force if necessary, deprive them 
of their titles and desert tlem. Cham- 
hers is residing on the Perpoise. The 
British and American consu!s have pro- 
tested against any infringement of the 
Berlin treaty.

Knoxville, Tenn., January 18.—Joel and 
Charles Necessary, William Freeman and 
Samuel Duncan, all reputable citizens of 
Scott county, Va., were the victims of a 
terrible assault last night in the mountains 
of that county. As a result, the Necessa- 
ry brothers died today, William Freeman is 
fatally shot and may die, and Duncan is 
seriously shot in the leg. They went to 
the home of the Flannery desperadoes in 
Scott county in the mountains, and there 
attempted to arrest William Flannery, who 
is wanted for a murder committed three 
years ago. William was captured and 
fastened to a horse, which was in waiting. 
As the party was about to leave, Pat Flan- 
nery fired upon them, The Necessarys 
were shot in the breast, Freeman received 
a wound in the back and Duncan in the 
leg. William Flannery was rescued by 
Pat Flannery and both made their escape.

President Woodruff, Mr. 
Mayor Woodward Give Their Views 
Concerning the Probable Suc- 
cess of Transfer System 
in Atlanta. 
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Whereas, This board has re- 
cently ordered the building of 
twenty additional carsand equip- 
ments, with a view to increasing 
the number of cars on its line, 
and 

Whereas, A shortening of the 
time between cars operated wiil 
render more possible the success- 
ful use of transfers, | 

Therefore, resolved, That the 
officers of the company be au- 
thorized and requested to issue 
transfers between such lines and 
at such points as they may deem 
advisable, and under such regu- 
lations as the company may pre- 
scribe. 

Resolved further, That this or- 
der remain of force for a suffi- 
cient time, not less than six 
months, to test the practicability 
of the use of transfers on the 
company’s lines. wee ee 
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The Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany yesterday decided to adopt a transfer 
system. 

The new system Will ‘be placed in opera- 
tion as soon as the officers of the company 
can formulate a plan and have the tickets 


printed. 


Transfers, it is thought, will be in use 


before April 1, 1899. 

The resolution providing for a system of 
transfers on the lines of the Consolidated 
was introduced by Joel Hurt. 

It was seconded by 8S. M. Inman, and was 
unanimously adopted by the board of 
directors, 

The resolution provides that transfers be 
used on the lines of the Consolidated for a 
sufficient length of time, not less than six 
months, to test the practicability of the 
system in Atlanta. It is believed, however, 
that the system has really been adopted 
permanently, and it is certain that the 
directors believe that the transfers will be 
@ paying investment, or they would not 
have adopted the resolution introduced by 
Mr. Hurt. 

No Residence Limitations. 

No Imitation is placed upon the transfer 
system in regard to non-residents. Persons 
living in Decatur, Edgewood, North Atlanta 
and all other points outside the city limits 
are given the same right to be transferred 
as those residing inside the city. Transfers 
will be granted from every point on the 
lines on the company. ma 

President Ernest Woodruff, of the Con- 
solidated, stated last night that the suc- 
cess of the test would depend largely upon 
the patrons of the road. He is of the opin- 
ion that the system will be successful if no 
attempt is made to abuse the privilege of 
transferring from one line to another, such 
as giving away or selling transfer tickets. 

Council whl be asked to pass suitable 
ordinances protecting the road ugainst such 
abuses of the system, and the officers of the 
Consolidated think that there will be no 
difficulty in having the city government 
enact ordinances to prevent patrons from 
swindling the company. 

Mr. H. N. Hurt, superintendent of the 


Consolidated, has had in his desk for sev- 


eral months a transfer ticket used on the 
Metropolitan jine, in New York city, with 
the city ordinances of New York bearing on 
the transfer system printed upon its back. 
This ordinance, among other things, pro- 
vides a fine of $# for either selling or 

ving away a transfer slip. This ordinance 
is considered by the officers of the Consoll-

‘The transfer system will probably not 
be in operation before April ist, although 
it will be used.earlier than that if the 
details can be arranged sooner. - There 
are a great many things that will have 
to be done. A transfer system cannot 
be begun in a day, but the public’ may 
rest assured that there will be no un- 

- “necessary delay in the matter. 

The Consolidated has now for the first 
time Yound itself in a position where it 
felt safe in experimenting in transfers. 
It is a dangerous test, naturally, but 
with the co-operation of our patrons and 
with: the proper ordinances enacted by 
the city couricil to protect us, I believe 
the system will be a success. 

The Consolidated has never been op- 
posed to granting transfers. It wants 
to give its patrons every privilege possi- 
ble, but it has never before been in a 
position to do so. New cars will have to 
be put in service. The service on sev- 
eral lines will have to be increased. 
Better time will have to be made. These 
things are necessary in order to insure 
the success of the transfer system. 

It is not a long ride the people want. 
It is rapid transit; the saving of time, 
and “time is money.” For instance, if 
a man last year stood on the corner of 
Baker and Peachtree streets, to take a 
ear for the city with the intention of 
riding to the corner of Baker and Mari- 
etta streets, he might have had to wait 
ten minutes for a Peachtree street car, 
he would consume five minutes in riding 
to the center of the city, another ten 
minutes would probably be lost in wait- 
ing for a Marietta street car, while five 
additional minutes would be consumed in 

riding to the corner of Baker street. 

Therefore, he would spend thirty min- 
utes in reaching a point he could have , 
walked to in twelve minutes. It is 
foolish to suppose that even with trans- 

“fers, therefore, the party we have just 
spoken of would ride. He would un- 
doubtedly walk and save eighteen min- 
utes, 

Schedules Made More Rapid. 

Now we contemplate putting either 
three of five minute schedules on both 
the Peachtree and Marietta street lines. 
In fact, all the main line schedules will 
be increased. Then when we get these 
schedules in operation transfers will 
stand a better chance. We have now in 
course of construction at our shops 
twenty new cars. These will be put on 
as soon as possible. 

The transfer system will need the 
co-operation of the patrons of the lines 

?n order to succeed. If a party rides to 
the city from Peachtree street and se- 
cures a transfer with the intention of 
riding to the corner of Ivy street and 

' Edgewood avenue, he has done nothing 

-improper and has not abused the sys- 

tem. But if he meets a friend who in- 
tends riding to Inman. Park. and gives 
him the transfer, walking himself to 
abig..destinatien, he will ef course have 
been guilty of abusing the system. If 
this sort of thing occurs, transfers -will » 
not be a success. as 

*» Transfers will not all be made at one 
point. For instance, if a party .desires 

. to ride from Inman Park to Ponce de 

Leon Springs, he will be transferred at 
the corner of Edgewood avenue and 
Boulevard. If a resident of Fair street 
wants to go out Capitel avenue, he will 
be transferred at the capitol. If a Fair 
street resident wants to go out Peach- 
tree street, he will be transferred at 
the first point where the Fair street 
line touches the Peachtree street line. 

It will, I believe, be against the pol- 
icy of the company to give transfers 
from West Peachtree street to Peach- 
tree street. These two lines are only 
one block apart. I think the same 
idea will govern us in other cases 
where parallel lines are close together. 

Of course it must be understood that 
what I am saying now is not definite. 
The transfer plan will have to be map- 
ped out and:it is impossible to say at 
the present time what will be done. 
The conductors will have to be trained 
to the new system, and I am sure the 
patrons of the road will be pleased. 
We are going to so arrange it that per- 
sons desiring to be in touch with all 
parts of the City cannot afford to re- 
Side on streets which the Consolidated 
does not reach. 

Two meetings of the Consolidated direc- 
tors were held yesterday. ‘ The first oc- 
curred at 11 o’clock and at that time the 
annual election of officers occurred. All 
eeactts were re-elected and during the 
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.coming year the company will be man- 
aged by the following officials: 

E. Woodruff, president and genera) man- 
ager; R. J. Lowry, treasurer; H. N. Hurt, 
superintendent; T. K. Glenn, secretary: 
W. L. Brown, assistant superintendent. 

After re-electing the officers of the com- 
pany it was decided to hold an adjourned 
meeting during the afternoon, and at 5 
o’clock the directors again assembled in 
the office of President Woodruff, where the 
resolution bearing upon transfers was in- 
troduced by Mr. Hurt. The second meet- 
ing was presided over by Mr. Woodruff 
and adjournment occurred shortly ‘before 
6 o'clock. 

Mr. Hurt, in speaking of his resolution 
last night, said: 

I sincerely hope the transfer system 
will be a success. The company is 
going to a good dea] of expense in put- 
ting on new cars to accommodate the 
patrons of the road. Schedules will be 
bettered and the service increased. 
It.may be that transfers wil] be used 
on only a few lines at first. The pat- 
rons of the road must not expect too 
much at first. In this event the sys- 
tem oftransfers will gradually be in- 
ereased. I trust the people will be sat- 


isfled and I hope the system will prove 
satisfactory. 


Mayor Woodward Talks. | 
_ Mayor James G. Woodward spoke with 
earnestness concerning the transfer sys- 
tem. He is pleased that the citizens of 
Atlanta are to receive the benefits of the 
new system. He said: 

1 am not surprised at the acti 
taken by the directors of the Cons¢e- 
idated. I am glad that the people are 
to be benefited and I am confident 
that the system will be a success. I 
want it understood at the beginning of 
my administration that I am fighting 
no person, no corporation and no fac- 
tion. Every resident of Atlanta has 
his rights, which must be respected; 
every corporation has rights that must 
be respected. I want to impress upon 
both residents and corporations that 
their interests are safe in my hands. 

When the peoj»le want certain things 
from corporations it shall be my policy 
to go to the officers of the corporation 
in a businesslike way, telling them 
what we want, and I think we will be 
treated fairly. It is an uncouth saying 
perhaps, but it is true that “you can 
catch more flies witn sirup than you can 
with vinegar.”’ Sensible talking will do 
more than an obstinate spirit. 

The people wanted transfers, and their 
demand was just. Now they have them, 
and I confidently believe that they havé 
come to stay. Let us not antagonize 
each other. Let us ask in the proper 
spirit ‘for what we want. Let us make 
capitalists and manufacturers, the mov- 
ing spirits in great corporations, under- 
stand that they will be aided and pro- 
tected in coming to Atlanta. That is 
what we want, and if at the end of my 
administration that sort of spirit is 
prevalent in the city, One of the great 
objects of my administration will have 
been accomplished. oe 
Mayor Collier began the fight for trans- 

fers soon after taking the oath of office, 
and council passed an ordinance’ provid- 
ing that these transfers be given on all 
lines operating within the city limits. 

The Atlanta . Consolidated .Street . Rail- 
way Company objected to the ordinance 
and secured a restraining order in the Unit- 
ed States court to prevent the city from 
enforcing the transfer ordinance, maintain- 
ing that it was illegal, : 

A hearing was had in the summer of 1897 
at Asheville, N. C., where the Consolidated 
received a favorable decision and a perma- 
nent injunction® was granted by Judge W. 
T. Newman. The case was then taken to 
the court of appeals by the city’s attor- 
ney and a second hearing was had, 

At this hearing it was decided to eliminate 
from the case all features except the real 
issue, the question as to whether or not 
the city had the right to enforce street rail- 
way companies in Atlanta to grant trans- 
fers. Great interest was centered in the 
Case, | 

The second hearing occurred last year. 
Judge Pardee sustained the decision of Judge 
Newman, and the case was considered at 
an end so far as the courts were concerned. 
The c.tizens continued the clamor for trans- 
fers, however, and it was regarded only 
as a matter o7 time when the Consolidated 
would accede to the demand. 

The Consolidated throughout the entire 
fight stated it would, without coercion, give 
transfers when it was able to and when 
they would be of use to the public. This 
time, the company believes, has arrived.

Washington, January 18.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Clay made a strong and interesting 
short speech this afternoon in favor of the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. It 
was during the debate of the canal bill 
under the fifteen-minufe limit rule and his 
was one of the most interesting of the 
short talks made in fayor of the project. 
Senator Clay took the position that the 
enterprise was in its very nature of the 
greatest importance to the United States. 
He said he was not exactly satisfied with 
the present bill, but it seemed to him that 
it was the best that we could do under the 
circumstances. He said that after a care- 
ful study of the canal situation, he had 
come to the conclusion that we were forced 
to utilize the concession granted to the 
Maritime Canal Company. Inorder to en- 
ter the territory of the republics of Niea- 
ragua and Costa Rica and construct this 
canal we must have the consent of those 
republics. This exclusive right for a cer- 
tain period. of time had, heretofore, been 
granted to the Maritime comptiny, and 
this concession has not yet expited. The 
Maritime company alone has the &clusive 
right to enter the territory where the canal 
is to be located and to build the camal, and 
hence we are compelled to use the gonces- 
sion granted to this company. Oth€wise, 
he contended, we might have serioustrou- 
ble in acquiring the right of way on Which 
to locate the canal. When we purchase 
and utilize the title held by the Marittme 
company, we stand in the shoes of that 
company and wé ‘have @ practical method 
Ly which to reach the end desired. If, hoy- 
ever, we allow these concessions to go Wh. 
der, then Nicaragua might refuse to grant 
the right to build and the whole thing 
would have to be gone over again from the 
beginning.

“If annexed this territory must either be 
in the end admitted as states in the union, 
with their people as citizens entitled to 
equal rights and power with the citizens of 
other states, or the territory must be heid 
as colonies with their people as subjects 
and vassals of the United States. 

“It is impossible that our people should 
ever consent that these Asiatic communi- 
ties should be admitted as states into the 
union clothed with the power to assist in 
making laws for Americans. What is the 
result if these islands are acquired and heid 
as colonies? The logic of the situation will 
be, acquire more Asiatic territory, and af- 
ter that to reach out for still more. There 
is no reason for the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines which will not apply to the acquisi- 
tion of other parts of Asia, each acquisition 
furnishing a reason why the part still be- 
yond should be acquired. 

This Will Lead to War. 

“Under this policy our government will 
abandon its peaceful career and reach out 
to the ends of the earth for empire and 
power that we may with a strong arm dom- 
inate and rule over distant lands and peo- 
ples of every race, condition and color. 
This reaching out for empire will inevita- 
bly lead to wars, not such wars as the little 
trifling sacrifices through which we have 
just passed, but to.the wars, with all their 
sacrifices. It means vast armies, composed 
in a large part of our young men, ready on 
@ day’s notice to cope in bloody conflict 
with the great military powers of the earth. 
England is especially eager that the Uni- 
ted States shal! seize the Philippines. Why? 
Is it because she is so anxious to witness 
the further expansion and aggrandizemeut 
of the power of the United States, or is 
it because she sees ahead of her a giant 
world’s war over the partition of China, in 
Which she wishes that the United States 
shall be compelled to take part and in 


of an alien and infe- 


P which she will, and she hopes that they 


may be her ally?’ 

Mr. Bacon made an earnest argument 
against war. 

“AS War is the greatest curse of a nation,”’ 
he said, “‘so is peace its most priceless pos- 
session. In this one respect we are the most 
blessed of any nation of the earth. Situated 
a8 we are and as powerful as we are, we 
need never engage in war unless we volun- 
tarily seek it. When we cease to confine 
ourselves to our own hemisphere, when we 
undertake to meddle with the affairs of all 
the world, especially when in so doing we 
Burrender the Monroe doctrine and con- 
sent to the intermeddling of Buropean af- 
fairs, in the American hemisphere then, in- 
deed, will this priceless immunity be gone 
forever. War seldom fails to claim its 
victims, At best, vacant and broken homes 
will be poor compensation in the glitter and 
splendor of a government powerfu) in the 
pocepeeron of a vast empire, paid for in the 
ives of its citizems and held at the price 
of ever-recurring wars.” 


Cost of Colonial Government. 


Mr. Bacon discussed the question of the 
cost, civil and military, of keeping up a 
colonial government in the Philippines, that 
the vast expense must necessarily add 
largely to the taxes imposed on the people 
and that the war tax would have to be 
continued indefinitely, as it would be im- 
possible to raise,the increased amount 
through tariff dutiés. 

The great difficulty and danger of trans- 
porting large bodies-of people across the 
Pacific in the face of hostile fleets was also 
commented on by him. 

He also urged the. point that the Philip- 
pine islands so far from being an element 
of strength would, from their distance, nec- 


a part of the United States. That in case 

of war our enemy. would strike us there 
ust as we struck Spain there, because it 
as her weakest point. 

He concluded by urging that the Ameri- 
can people had eneugh to do in developing 
their own country, which exclusive of 
yoy was ‘amp for a population of 
800,000, and in developing our own re- 
sources there was enough to task the ener- 
gies and inspire the hopes of our people 
for centuries to come, 


‘Let us hold on to what we have,” said 
Senator Clay, ‘‘and proceed to perfect our 
title.’’ 

The senator pointed out that this bill au- 
thorizes the president to further negotiate 
with Nicaragua or any other government 
where it may be necessary to clear and per- 
fect our right to enter, construct and oper- 
ate this canal. The president can’ treat 
and modify the Clayton-Bulwer treaty so 
as to move any trouble that might arise 
on its account. He can negotiate with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica and perhaps 
acquire title in perpetuity. If we cling to 
what we now possess, we will be better 
able to negotiate further, he contended. 

Senator Clay presented the advantages 
which would follow to commerce, which 
would follow the construction of the canal. 
This great waterway would give us a con-~ 
tinuous coast line from Maine to Alaska. 
It would shorten the distance between our 
eastern and our western coast Ly 10,000 
miles. It would place our southern ports on 
a@ direct line with the markets of China and 
Japan. When this canal is constructed our 
steamers will sail from our southern ports 
to the far east, bearing cotton goods man- 
ufactured in the south, and at freights re- 
duced probably, one-half. 

Senator Clay contended that we must 
find more extended markets for our pro- 
ducts. Cheaper transportation means more 
profits to manufacturers and producers. 
The senator elaborated these ideas as fully 
as it was possible during the short time 
allottea under the senate rule. His speech 
was carefully listened to and it showed that 
he had made a careful study of the very 
important question under discussion. 

Senator Clay today introduced a bill pro- 
yiding for the payment to the owners of 
the steamer Leesburg of $9,365 for the use 
of the steamer and $26,000 for her valuation, 
the steamer having been lost while in the 
service of the government.

GOVERNOR JONES, OF ARKANSAS, 
DENOUNCES PRESEN SYSTEM. 


Tkclares It Has Become a Perfect Sys- 
tem of Human Slavery and the 
Camps Living Hells. 


Litle Rock, Ark., January 18.—Governor 
Jon@, in his message to the’ legislature 
today, recommends a change of the pres- 
ent Method of punishing prisoners convict- 
ed of hisdemeanors, Under the present sys- 
tem th county court can hire such prison- 
ers tO be worked anywhere in the state 
the cOftractors may wish, and in some 
cases th, persons convicted in one county 
are hiredout to work in a distant county, 
beyond the jurisdiction of the judges who 
sentence hem. By this meang the county 
judge canftot overlook the f upon which 
the convicl is working and cannot know 
whether thécontract is being carried out in 
good faith of not. 


While the lw provides that “the convict 
shall be delivered to the contractor at such 
piace as the @ntractor may designate, who 
shall keep and work such prisoners for the 
time they shal have been adjudged to be 
imprisoned and for such further time as 
will discharge ay fines and costs for which 
he may be committed at the rate of 50 
cents per day,” this has been construed 
by certain conttactors as authority for 
working such pristners ten full hours each 
day at 30 cents fer day and refusing to 
credit him with G@imdays and days which 
fhe cannot work by reason of sickness or 
bad health or for ay other cause, no mat- 
ter how justifiable the convict may be for 
not working thereon, 

“Under such consttuction of law,” says 
the governor, “cases have been brought to 
my attention where @ person fined $5 or 
$10 has been kept on such a farm for more 
than a year, and in some instances where 
@ fine was $50 for tafrying a weapon has 
been kept on the farm for more than two 
years, and in one instance for more than 
three years. 

‘‘In fact, it has become ga perfect system 
of human slavery, and & one-tenth of the 
cruelties which have been reported to me 
have really been practicég, some of these 
county convict farms af real hells on 
earth. Tihe whole system igs wrong and 
Should be abolished and something better 
substituted for the punishment of misde- 
meanors. The man who cOmmits a felony 
and is committed to the penitentiary at 
hard labor does not receivé one-half the 
penalty inflicted upon some poor, misera- 
ble, friendless and moneyless wretch who 
commits simple agsault or Dreach of the 
peace or petit larceny.

Joint Ballot Shows Little Change and 
Outlook Remains About 
the Same. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 18.—The feeling 
between the candidates, their managers 
and their followers in the great battle for 
United States senator has been intensified 
by the rulings of Lieutenant Governor 
Gobin at today’s assembly of the senate 
and thouse. Mr. Gobin refused to entertain 
an appeal from his decision excluding a se- 
ries of rules regulating the proceedure of 
the conference and declaring ‘the assembly 
adjourned when three-fourths of the sen- 
ators and members voted otherwise. 

The anti-Quay republicans and demo- 
crats were hurriedly called together after 
the conference adjourned, by Senator Wil- 
liam Flinn, of Allegheny, republican, chair- 
man of the anti-Quary organization in the 
general assembly. 

A roll call showed 135 members and sen- 
ators present. Of these, five republicans 
who voted for Senator Quay participated 
in the meeting and indicated their sympa- 
thy with the movement. A committee was 
appointed to prepare a series of resolutions 
to be submitted to an adjourned meeting 
which was held this evening in the hall 
of the representatives. 

The hall of the house was crowded with 
legislators and politicians when the night 
meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Bliss. ‘Mr. Flinn presented the report, 

It recites the excluded rules and the right 
to prescribe such, declaring that the pre- 
siding officer’s action violated all rules and 
precedents, and resolves that ‘‘as the joint 
assembly has the undoubted right to gov- 
ern its own proceedure and to elect or 
change a presiding officer at pleasure, the 
same rules be offered at tomorrow’s meet- 
ing of the joint assembly and-their con- 
sideration demanded prior to any ballot for 
United States senator.” 

This report is signed by twelve senators 
and 120 representatives, four more than at- 
tended the day meeting. 

In explaining the resolutions Mr. Flinn 
said there was no law or constitutional 
mandate that allows the Heutenant gov- 
ernor to preside at a joint assembly of the 
senate and house to elect a United States 
senator; it was simply a matter of courtesy. 
He read section 6, article 9, of the consti- 
tution to show that Mr. Gobin, who is a 


‘brigadier general in the volunteer army, 


ras no right to preside at the conference. 

The report was adopted, and copies were 
distributed among the senators and mem- 
bess for signatures. 

The Joint Session: 

The senate and house met in joint session 
at noon today to ballot for United States 
senator. 
the convention ‘to order. Representative 
Dixon offered a. resolution fixing the rules 
governing the joint assembly, but Mr. Go- 
bin declared nothing was in order but com- 
paring the journals of the senate and house 
yesterday’s proceedings on the senator- 
ship. After comparing the journals, Mr. 
Gobin announced that Mr. Quay was named 
for senator in the senate, but that there was 
no election in the house. The roll of the 
senate and house was called, 248 members 
responding. 

The ballot was taken, resulting at follows:

There were present the members of the 
board, Pope Brown, of Pulaski, and Pres- 
ident Berckman, of Augusta, who, with the 
cgmmissioner, make up the board. 

A number of prominent fruit growers 
from the different parts of the state were 
also present. Among them are G. M. Ryals, 
of Savannah; Mr. Williams, of Tifton; Colo- 
nel John M. Stubbs, of Dublin; Colonel 
Dudley Hughes, of Damvillee; Colonel R. 
E. Park, of Holton; Mr. Howard, of Bibb, 
and others. , 

After reading the act under which the 
board was created, Commissioner Stevens 
welcomed the fruit growers who were pres- 
ent and invited them to take part in the 
discussion which might come before the 
board. The morning session was devoted 
mainly to the discussion of the diseases of 
the fruit trees, but no definite action was 
taken. The board adjourned at 1 o'clock 
for dinner and reassembled at 2 o'clock 
and took up discussion again.

Emma Jordan, a striker from the Sibley 
mill, She was served with notice a few 
days ago that she must vacate her house, 
and she was preparang to move this after- 
noon. Her dead body -was found in her 
woodshed, and the coroner’s verdict was 
death from paralysis of the heart. 

The leader of the strike will publish a 
communication tomorrow calling upon the 
mill presidents to stop their work of evic- 
tion, and charging them with responsibili- 
ty for this death. On the other hand, the 
reply is that if the operatives had gone on 
with their work, and not created all this 
strike excitement, Mrs. Jordan would prob- 
ably be alive and well.

This firm 
is oné of the wealthiest and most promi- 
nent in the state of Pennsylvania. They are 
manufacturers of water wheels, water 
power machinery, etc., and are known to 
machinery men all over the United States. 
The affair has created a profound sensa- 
tion, not only in Atlanta, but north, where 
the parties interested. are prominently 
known. 

John W. Taylor, formerly of Baltimore, 
but now a resident of Atlanta, is the prese- 
cutor. He was also one of the promoters of 
the scheme to harness the Chattahooc ee, 
and claims that he has been badly treated 
by Cooke and Smith. In fact, this alleged 
ill-treatment is of such a nature, in the 
opinion of Mr. Taylor, that he is going to 
send Cooke and Smith to the penitentiary, if 
possible. There is bad blood between the 
parties concerned, and the defendants are 
going to make a hard fight, and some very 
sensational charges against their prose- 
cutor, 

Came Here Year Ago. 

It was about a year ago that the gentle- 
men interested in the electric venture were 
in the city making their preliminary ar- 
rangements. Cooke was representing the 
firm of Emerson, McMillan & Co, wealthy 
bankers on Wall street in New York, who 
were to back the movement to furnish the 
city with electricity.

It seems 
that the Athens cotton thas been going out 
by Charleston to Boston, and the inferynce 
is that the South Carolina and Georgk or 
a steamship line from Charleston to Bos- 
ton has been making a concession of some 
kind. 

The fact that the Seaboard’s contr@ pass- 
ed into new hands this week, is sali to be 
only a coincidence and not the cauge of the 
cut. It was suggested a week ortwo ago 
that the new purchasers of the Seaboard 
might slash rates and demoralize the situ- 
ation when théy got hold, in ordr to force 
some of the stronger companiesto buy the 
system and the Georgia and Ahbama, too. 
The latter road has been accused for 
months of cutting the rates into and out of 
the south, and the announcement that the 
Seaboard would follow suit immediately af-

Should the city 
sttorney recommend to council that the 
suit be brought, the principal evidence 
against the pipe company will be that of 
McClure, a former employee of one of the 
companies of the trust, who gave the 
scheme away as soon as he had disconnect- 
ed himself from the concern.

Mrs. Holland stated to the chief that 
ghe and her husband separated some time 
ago, and that the child was given into 
her custcdy. The child is a little girl eight 
years of age. 
“One day abcut a month ago,” said Mrs. 
Holland, “my dear little girl was walking 
down tlhe street alone, and her father 
came up and forcibly carried her away. I 
understood afterwards that he had been 
watching for ‘her, having determined to 
take her from me. I was distracted and 
sought everywhere for my child. At first 
I thought she was lost, but when I heard 
that a man answering the description of 
my husband had taken the child, then 
I knew she had been kidnaped. I was 
led to believe that Mr. Holland had gone 
to Florida with the chilé and’ I went to 
Jacksonville. I could find no trace of them 
there, and I went from city to city, al- 
Ways to meet with failure. A few days 
a@go I learned that Mr. Holland tmd gone 
toward Atlanta and I came here looking 
‘for him. I want the police to aid me in 
locating father and child, for I must have 
_™my iittle eirl.” 
_ Chief Manly promised to do what -he 
could and wrote several letters. Tuesday 
afternoon he received a letter from the 
chief of police of Savannah stating that 
he had found Mrs. Holland’s daughter in 
a Catholic school in Savannah, she having 
mever been taken away from there. Yes- 
terday morning Call Officer Chosewood was 
sent to the Kimball house to notify Mrs. 
Holland that Chief Manly wished to see 
her. She called at the police station last 
night. The chief was not there, but Com- 
missioner Jones was present, and as he 
knew the whole story he informed Mrs. 
Holland that the chief had located her 
child in Savannah and that the little girl 
would be sent to her Friday. 

Tears of joy sprang into the woman’s 
eyes when she heard the news, and in a 
trembling voice she told the police com- 
missioner that she would never forget the 
kindness of the police of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Holland,; after reaching Atlanta, 
found herself without money, on account 
of the heavy expense she had been under 
while traveling about looking for the child, 
and she secured a temporary position in 
order to earn a livelihood while Chief Man- 
ly was making his inqutfries.

The Perkins Hearing Also Comes Up 


Saturday—What the Lawyers Say 
in Their Response. 


The thearing of the injunction case of 
the Consolidated against the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company will come up be- 
fore Judge Candler in the superior: court 
Saturday morning at 10 o’clock. The fight 
will be something of a repetition of the 
one in the United States court which 
Judge Newman ruled out on the point of 
no jurisdicticn. 

The response to the. bill for injunction, 
prepared by King & Spalding, attorneys 
for the Atlanta railway, reiterates the 
former charge that the organization of tho 
Consolidated is legal from the fact that 
the constitution of the state and the char- 
ters of the various lines now constituting 
the Consolidated, prohibited them from 
any entering into any contract whereby 
monopoly would be fostere@ or competi- 
tion discouraged. In this last response, 
King & Spalding go even further and 


claim that by reason of the alleged ille- , 


gal purpose of the Consolidated organiza- 
tion, it has no right on the streets of the 
city where the lines of the Atlanta rail- 
Way come in contact with those of the 
Consolidated. 

The response further states that ac- 
cording to information received, it is the 
intention of the Consolifated to prevent 
the Atlanta railway from interfering in 
any way with the Consolidated tracks 
where such interference is necessary to 
complete the new system of the Atlanta 
railway. 7 

The other allegations in the bill age sub- 
stantially the same as appeared in the re- 
sponse to the trust company's bill, filed 
in the United Statés court. It is claimed
